Astoria a Century Ago 


N hundred years ago, when As- 
toria was born, there was the 
same magnificent river flowing 
past. her shores as today. The 
ocean was the same old Pacific 
as today without the numerous

craft wind her way across the bar ten miles below 
and work her way up to the cove in which the 

Astoria of yesterday was pitched and in which 

remains the Astoria of now. 

It was a daring expedition of fur traders who 
eruised from New York harbor down the Atlantic 
Coast around the ‘“‘Horn’’ at the southermost point 
of the continent and up the west coast until they 
had located the Columbia River. This expedition 
was financed by John Jacob Astor who became the 
big rival of the Hudson’s Bay Company and who, in 
his own words “was 
worth a million dol- 
lars before anyone 
knew it.” 

These traders, sail- 
ing under the banner 
of Astor, had a ship of 
290 tons capacity on 
which were mounted 
ten guns. The crew 
consisting of twenty 
men and twelve clerks 
recruited from the In- 
dian service, signed 
articles for five years 
under the captainship 
of Lieutenant Jonathan 
Thorn, on leave of ab- 
sence from the United 
States Navy. Messrs.

This is the epoch that is being celebrated by ‘the 
Astoria Centennial from August 10 to September 
9—a celebration of such magnitude that all the 
railroads are offering special reduced rates to 
those who desire to attend the pageant which is to 
last thirty days. 

In the good old days the country was ruled over 
by the Indians until the coming of the Astor expe- 
dition when the supremacy of the red man began 
to wane. Chief Concomly was the original ruler 
whose word was law, but he finally had to give 
way. His successors died off, each with a little 
less authority than when they assumed the tribal 
honors of being elected chief. The white man 
dominated the government because of his superior 
mental strength. Today an Indian is not even 
thought of in this connection. 

Astoria of today is ruled over by Dr. H. L. 
Henderson, the present mayor, and a city council 
which debate and settle all matters affecting the 
government of the city even as did the Indian 
Chiefs of old. Only today if the men in charge of 
the affairs of civic Astoria do not govern as the 
people wish there is recourse to the Oregon plan 
of recalling them. 
Thus it will be seen 
that even in govern- 
ment there has been 
much progress. since 
Astoria was founded 
an hundred years ago. 

None would go back 
to the old days if they 
could. Yet there is 
something about the 
times of yore. that 
make it worth while 
to contemplate the 
picture of Astoria a 
century ago, and to 
consider the social as- 
pect of the community, 
the methods of doing 
business and the 
changes which have 
come from 100 years

The ocean, only a few miles from Astoria, 
offers excellent opportunity for deep-sea fishing.

During the 
Astoria Centennial Celebration the fishing season 
will be open and visitors will have an opporunity 
to see the thousands of boats leading out of the 
city to the big harbor where the valuable salmon 
is captured for the table of the United States. 

These fishermen drop their nets from within 
sight of the river front and all one has to do is to 
get up on the hills back of the main street of 
Astoria and there is an unobstructed sight of the 
harbor where the salmon is caught by the thou- 
sand. These fish, many of them weighing as much 
as fifty pounds netted right at Astoria are taken to 
the canneries on the shore and prepared for ship- 
ment to all parts of the world or, as is now done, 
frozen and sent to all parts of the country fresh. 

All the mysteries of how money is made out of 
salmon fishing disappear when one sees the fisher- 
men dragging tons of salmon out of the river and 
rushing them to the canneries to be turned into a 
product which has made the Columbia River fa- 
mous for years, for the Columbia River salmon is 
the standard of the world. 

Then, too, right at Astoria is an illustration of 
how the big forests of the country have been cut 
into commercial lumber. The rivers adjacent to 
Astoria are always filled with the giants of the 
forest and the mills which take these huge sticks 
of timber and cut them up into commercial sizes 
and shapes are right in the city of Astoria. They 
are certainly worth seeing. 

Huge ocean going lumber rafts bound up and 
down the coast are plentiful at Astoria and the 
sight of one of these recalls visions of the whale- 
back steamers which are famous on the Great 
Lakes. For really it was from the formation of 
these very ocean going log rafts that the idea for 
the construction of the whale back steamer came. 

United States Life Savers are stationed adjacent 
to Astoria and the light ship station for the Ore- 
gon district is right within sight of the Centennial 
headquarters. The life savers drills are always 
inspiring and trips to see them at work in the surf 
with their boats will be well worth a trip to 
Astoria alone. 
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Everything connected with Astoria jis just a 
trifle different than the usual and one has an 
opportunity of one round of pleasurable sight see- 
ing while at the Centennial. It is not saying too 
much to declare that no where is one enabled to 
see so many interesting sights under such favor- 
able circumstances and for so little money as dur- 
ing the Astoria Centennial. 


Battleships and Marine Spectacles 


HE United States Government will detail a 
T squadron of battleships and sub-marines to 

stay the whole month the pageant is being 
celebrated. In addition to this the British govern- 
ment has promised to add another fleet to our own, 
and it is the plan of the Astoria Centennial com- 
mittee to arrange for numerous balls, hops and 
much visiting between the two fleets. Negotiations 
are under way, and it is almost assured that Japan 
will Lave a cruiser in the harbor during the Cen- 
tennial Celebration. 

Marine parades and water festivals such as art 
possible with battleships and their crews and offi- 
cers are wonderfully enticing amusements and 
sources of wonder. The assistance of the big search 
lights, the roaring of the big guns in salute as the 
officers exchange visits and the usual routine ol 
the jackies makes the battle ship fleets one of the 
big and interesting attractions for those who desire 
to spend some part of their vacation time at the 
Astoria Centennial. 

Races have been arranged for between the cut- 
ters of the various battleships and cruisers and be- 
tween the launches attached to the various craft. 
These are always hotly contested and there is much 
sport to be seen from the contests that are bound 
to come from the water carnival between the men 
of the various ships which will be in the harbor ot 
Astoria during the Centennial. 

There will be the spectacular diving of the sub- 
marines and their evolutions which have done so 
much to make the nations afraid to war with each 
other. These little travelers of the under ocean 
route will be available for inspection and should 
have an educational value to those who have never 
had an opportunity to see a ship weighing many 
tons dive under the water and leave no trace of 
the course it is taking. 

There will be the greatest array of craft that has 
ever been at Astoria. The old fashioned sail boats
